Well Known 
Pioneer Dies 


On and after August 1, 1951, Red 
Spring Wheat of the Red Bote var¬ 
iety will not be graded higher 
than No.- 3 Manitoba .Northern, ac¬ 
cording to a recent statement is¬ 
sued by the board of Crain Com¬ 
missioners for Canada. 

The Canada Crain Act provides 
that for the first three grades of 
Hard Red Spring wheat the variet¬ 
al standard of quality shall be 
"Marquis or any variety equal to 
Marquis.” 

In ruling whether a variety is 
"equal to Marquis" the Board acts 
on the advice of the Associate 
Committee on Crain Research. 
This Committee comprises the 
leading government and univers¬ 
ity cereal chemists in Canada, with 
representatives from .the Board, 
the Department, of Agriculture, 
the National Research Council, the 
Universities of Alberta, Saskat¬ 
chewan and Manitoba, and the 
Canadian milling industry. 

When -the original list of variet¬ 
ies was drawn up, the Committee 
included Red Bobs as equal to 
Marquis. Although there were in¬ 
dications at that time that Red 
Bobs might be considered inferior 
to Marquis, the Committee did not 
feel there was sufficient evidence 
to justify the exclusion of Red- 
Bobs frbrn the list of varieties re¬ 
commended as "equal to Marquis." 
This situation has changed consid¬ 
erably- during the past ten or fif¬ 
teen ylears. There are now avail¬ 
able much mope comprehensive 
procedures for estimating quality 
os well as a better understanding 
of the particular qualities requir¬ 
ed in wheat by our principal over¬ 
seas customer, the United King¬ 
dom. Accordingly, some two years 
ago, the committee decided to re¬ 
investigate the position of red 
bobs. Available data for the past 
several years, representing a wide 
range of milling, baking and other 
technological tests, were reviewed 
in the light of modern knowledge. 
While the data indicated clearly 
. that Red Bobs could not be consid¬ 
ered equal to Marquis, the Com¬ 
mittee decided to make a further 
and final test. Accordingly the var¬ 
ieties Marquis, Thatcher, Red Bobs 
and Saunders were grown in com¬ 
parable one-tenth-acre plots at a 
number of different points In Wes¬ 
tern Canada. They were then sub-' 
mitteff anonymously under -key 
numbers to eight leading cereal 
chemists in the United Kingdom, 
Ive in the United States, and ten 
in Canada. It was the finding of 
this group that Red Bobs is not 
equal to Marquis. 

By comparison with Marquis, the 
chief faults of Red Bobs are that 
it. is about one per cent lower in 
protein content, five per cent low¬ 
er in loaf volume, and yields dough 
that is softer and less elastie. Ac¬ 
cordingly, Red Bobs is not 't» 
good as Marquis for strengthening 
mixtures of softer wheats. 

In view of these latest findings 
of the committee, Canadian farm¬ 
ers will agree that the Board has 
no option but to issue instructions 
that, soon as practicable Red Bobs 
will not be graded higher than

Mr. Bruce Alder was elected 
Chairman. 

Superintendent Korek reported 
on enrolment and operation of the 
operating schools, problems in ed¬ 
ucation today .and the kind of 
teacher wanted. The report wns 
well received and there was some 
discussion. 

The secretary-treasurer’s report 
for. the first ten months of 1948 
was read. The report was moved 
adopted by Messrs. Long and 
Smith. There were a few questions 
about various items on. the report 
and explanations were’given. 

Trustee Maisey reported on the 
difficulty that had been experienc¬ 
ed getting help to move the Gar- 
urd School to Champion and the 
inability to secure repairs for the 
sanitary system.

Korek explained 
that the grade nine were getting 
full time instruction, (or ought to 
be getting it) in‘any case. 

The meeting expressed the view 
that present teachers’ salaries were 
quite good, particularly for the 
higher brackets. 

Mr. MacGregor requested that 
parents encourage their children 
to enter the teaching profession. 

Moved by Mr. Versluys and Mrs. 
Carlson that the annual meeting 
for Sud-division Five be held in 
Champion only, if another Sub¬ 
division. wished to attend there it 
it would be welcome. After some 
discussion the motion carried with¬ 
out dissenting vote. 

Government grants came for 
some discussion. Mr. Dawson, MLA 
slated'that he believed there would 
be some increase in school grants 
this year. 

School buses came in for dis¬ 
cussion. Some of the children are 
late getting home. Trustee Maisey 
stated that he saw no immediate 
solution of this problemr" 

Mr. Munro stated that he 
thought the Board and officials had 
made the very best of the situa¬ 
tion as it was. 

The Chairman, Mr. Alder, thank¬ 
ed the Bonrd and Officials for their 
work and the manner in which the 
various questions and problems 
had been dealt with.

Feeds infected with ergot When 
fed to livestock even in small a- 
mounts may have very injurious 
effects Ergot is a fungus growth 
that forms a black hornlike mass 
on the heads of cereal grains or 
grasses. In’ threshed grain ergot 
appears as black particles of vary¬ 
ing sizes. Because of favorable 
climatic and moisture conditions 
during the past summer ergot in¬ 
fested feeds are quite common this 
year. 

Ergot is especially injurious to 
pregnant animals, often resulting 
in abortions or the birth of weak 
or dead youngl Continued con¬ 
sumption of Ergot infested feeds 
may cause a painful gangrene to 
develop' in the ears, tail of per¬ 
haps feet of the animals. Horses 
and cattle seem to be 'more sus¬ 
ceptible to its harmful effects 
than sheep and swine. However, 
small amounts of ergot infested 
feeds have been fed to ail classes 
of stock'without ill effects. 

Where the farmer is faced with 
the problem of finding a use for 
ergotized teed he may be willing 
to assume some little risk rather 
than sell it at a discount and buy 
in clean feed. la such a case as 
much of the ergot should be re¬ 
moved as possible by putting the 
grain through a fanning mill or 
commercial grain cleaner. The 
concentration of ergot can be fur¬ 
ther reduced by mixing the ergot 
infested feed with clean feed. Ex¬ 
perience has shown that grain con¬ 
taining more than 1-1Q per cent 
ergot is dangerous to livestock. 
Apart from its poisonous proper¬ 
ties feeds affected by ergot are

crude oil. Within a few years the 
Turner Valley became the second 
largest source of oil io the British 
Empire, with reserves estimated 
at about 125 million barrels. At one 
time, in 1942, this field had an 
output of 28,000 barrels per day, 
but the present rate is less than 
half the peak of six years ago and 
the reserves are nearly exhausted. 

Perhaps the most satisfactory 
phase of this development, howev¬ 
er, was the belief that somewhere 
in Alberta, or elsewhere in -the 
prairie region, a large central pool 
of oil existed. Exploration, there¬ 
fore, extended beyond the Turner 
Valley district with rather indiffer¬ 
ent success until 1947, for while 
some good wells were found, these 
did not compensate for the many 
millions of dollars expended in the 
search for the desired central pool. 

The largest body of oil among the 
scattered productive wells outside, 
the Turner Valley field was found 
in the Lloydmlnster district, strad¬ 
dling the Alberta-Saskatchewan 
' border. This product is a heavy 
fuel oil, of high sulphur and low 
gasoline content, and most, if not 
nil, of it is now being turned into 
asphalt. About a year and a half 
ago however, a rich strike was 
made in the Leduc field, south of 
the City of Edmonton. This has 
now been determined as an ex¬ 
tension of a vast sedimentary area 
(laid down by ancient seas Aid Be¬ 
lieved to extend from the Texas 
Gulf Coast area of the. United 
States northward through Okla¬ 
homa, Wyoming and Montana, and 
probably into the Mackenzie River- 
Basirn of Canada. This geological 
formation is most favorable for 
the discovery of oilas it is alto¬ 
gether similar to that from which 
American oil is produced. Moreov¬ 
er, the Leduc oil is of high quality 
with low sulphuric content and, 

'therefore, of excellent characteris¬ 
tics for refining. In the short time 
in which this field has been under 
development reserves have been 
measured 200 million barrels from 
which the present production is 
about 20,000 barrels per day, and 
good authorities believe that with 
further discoveries an output of 
65,000, 70,000 barrels per day will 
be obtained in the next three 
years. . -— 

The results already achieved In 
the Leduc field have led to the in¬ 
stallation of a large refinery at 
Edmonton. This plant, constructed 
at White Horse in the Yukon dur¬ 
ing the lust war to treat oil from 
the sub-Arctic wells at Fort Nor¬ 
man, was dismantled and moved 
over a thousand miles to its pre¬ 
sent site where it was rebuilt, the 
entire operation requiring about 
half the time estimated for the 
construction of a new refinery. 

This, however, is only part of the 
new facilities which will be need¬ 
ed if the present objectives for 
production are realized. The exist¬ 
ing refinery capacity may have to 
be increased by at least 25,000 bar¬ 
rels per day and new and larger 
pipe lines put down for distribut¬ 
ion to other western areas, pro¬ 
bably as far as five hundred miles 
to- Eastern Saskatchewan, and 
possibly further to Winnipeg- 
even across the international 
boundary to some of the north¬ 
western States. 

Just as the discovery of petrol¬ 
eum at Turner VaHey inspired an 
extensive search for this mineral 
in Western Canada, so the Leduc 
strike has influenced a number of 
the largest and most experienced 
oil interests in North America to 
undertake more exploration in 
this area and much further afield. 

Where this widespread programme 
will end, no one can yet determine. 

As far as it has progressed, how¬ 
ever, It is the fourth largest of 
its kind in the Western Hemis¬ 
phere, one and that has proved to 
be the •most successful ever to be 
under way in Canada.

Poor Germination of Winter Wheat 

This year in some areas winter 
wheat sown in dry ground be 
found just as the seeder planted 
it. There is no evidence of germ¬ 
ination having taken place. We 
have been asked the question, 
“will this winter wheat produce a 
crop next year and also the chan¬ 
ces of late germinated winter 
wheat producing a crop? 

We wrote to the Department of 
Plant Science at the university of 
Alberta for an answer to this ques¬ 
tion. The following is the answer 
given and explains the difficulties 
we are up against in connection 
with ungerminated winter wheat. 

"The question you pose has al¬ 
ready been asked me by Dr. Frank 
Greaney of Winnipeg and I can't 
give a satisfactory answer. Wheat 
that is now two inches tall will be 
all right physiologically, and the 
gamble is only on the winter sur¬ 
vival. Seed that has not emerged, 
but has germinated, will probably 
also be all right, because a process 
Such as the so-called vernalization 
will almost certainly have taken 
place by spring. Where no Germin¬ 
ation has taken place, however, 
a satisfactory crop may not be pro¬ 
duced. It is s'till possible that suf¬ 
ficient growth may occur early in 
the spring, and be followed by a 
cold snap, with the result that 
jtormal culms nnd heads will de¬ 
velop. I think that no one can real-

partment of Agriculture,' points 
to the serious trouble caused in 
many communities as a result of 
carelessness at this time of the 
year. 

Most farmers know that the 
hauling of weed seeds in uncovered 
boxes is prohibited, and the need 
for covering the box to prevent 
blowing and scattaring these weeds 
along the roadside is generally re¬ 
cognized. Less thought is given 
when hauling. weed seed infested 
grain to the elevator, and those 
following a loaded truck often see 
the grain and weeds blowing or 
falling from the surface of the 
load onto the road.
